Council  Meeting 
Secretary's  Minutes 


Saturday,  October  15,  1966,  Cogswell  Hall  Auditorium 

The  fall  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council  of  The  General  Alumni 
Association  was  held  in  Cogswell  Hall  Auditorium  on  Saturday,  October 
15,   1966,  at  9:30  a.m.  The  President,  Dr.  Arthur  F.  Nicholson,  presided. 

Dr.  Pratt  thanked  Dr.  Nicholson  and  The  General  Alumni  Association 
for  the  publication  of  his  biography  and  gave  an  interesting  report  on  the 
future  plans  for  the  university  which  includes  the  construction  of  a  research 
and  learning  center  and  seven  other  new  buildings. 

Dr.  Pratt  stated  that  the  university  has  an  enrollment  of  6,057  full- 
time  undergraduate  students  and  340  part-time  undergraduate  students. 
He  added  that  three  new  private  dormitories  were  opened  in  the  fall 
of  1966  as  well  as  the  new  science  building. 

Dr.  Pratt  reported  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  set  tuition  fees  at 
the  university  at  $140.00  per  semester  for  all  curriculums,  thus  making 
all  fees  uniform.  The  Board  also  approved  the  establishment  of  seven 
schools  with  twenty-nine  departments,  four  of  which  are  already  in 
operation. 

Dr.  Nicholson  requested  a  motion  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of 
the  minutes  of  the  May  1966  meeting  inasmuch  as  they  were  published 
in  the  June  1966  Alumni  News  Bulletin.  The  motion  was  made  by  Mrs. 
Ward  C.  Johnson  and  seconded  by  Helen  Brennan. 

President  Nicholson  asked  Mrs.  Sanford  for  a  report  on  the  August 
1966  workshop.  Mrs.  Sanford  stated  that  twenty-two  attended,  including 
five  from  the  District  of  Columbia  and  one  from  New  York  City.  She  stated 
that  the  workshop  had  been  very  profitable,  the  framework  for  future 
workshops  was  established  and  that  members  of  the  1966  workshop 
group  should  urge  other  alumni  to  attend  the  1967  conference. 

Mrs.  Sanford  encouraged  alumni  to  remember  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion in  their  wills.  She  stated  that  instead  of  flowers,  money  could  be 
given  to  the  Alumni  Association,  as  was  suggested  in  the  obituary  of 
Rose  Brennan  McManus,  resulting  in  the  Rose  Brennan  McManus  Memorial 
Fund  which  will   be  used  for  a  gift  in   her  memory. 

Mr.  Furgiuele  spoke  of  the  Council  of  Alumni  Associations  of  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Institutions  of  Higher  Learning  and  said  that  the  dues 
for  the  1966-67  academic  year  have  been  set  at  $600.00.  He  moved 
that  the  Executive  Council  approve  the  $600.00  payment  for  membership 
in  the  Pennsylvania  Council  of  Alumni  Association,  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Graham  and  duly  passed. 

Dr.  Nicholson  called  on  Mrs.  Ward  C.  Johnson  for  a  report  on  the 
Annual  Giving  Fund.  This  report  follows  the  Financial  Statement. 

Mrs.  Johnson  moved  that  the  council  allocate  $6,500.00  from  the 
Annual    Giving    Fund    for    an    alumni    memorial    fountain    to    be    placed 
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at  the  southwest  corner  of  Weyandt  Hall,  motion  seconded  by  Dorothy 
Romale,  and  passed.  Dr.  Nicholson  assured  members  of  the  council  that 
a  plate  would  be  placed  on  the  fountain  designating  it  as  an  alumni  gift. 

At  Dr.  Nicholson's  request,  Catharine  Taylor  presented  the  revised 
constitution.  Dr.  Nicholsoin"  said  the  constitution  would  not  become 
effective  until  it  is  voted  on  at  the  May  1967  meeting  of  The  General 
Alumni  Association.  Miss  Ann  Carlin  moved  that  the  council  accept  or 
reject  changes,  as  written,  and  Dr.  Nicholson  called  for  the  vote  by  a 
show  of  hands.  The  revised  constitution  was  unanimously  accepted  by 
the  Executive  Council. 

Dr.  Nicholson  called  for  the  nomination  of  two  members  of  the 
nominating  committee  which  will  prepare  a  slate  of  officers  for  the 
biennium  1967-1969  and  will  be  presented  at  the  May  1967  meeting. 
Helen  Brennan  and  Blanche  Ober  were  duly  elected  to  serve  on  the 
nominating  committee  with  Mrs.  Johnson  and  Mrs.  Lehman  as  alternates. 

Dr.  Nicholson  said  that  council  should  think  of  special  projects  for 
the  future,  that  the  Annual  Giving  campaign  will  begin  in  November 
1966,  that  four  issues  of  the  alumni  bulletin  will  be  mailed  during  the 
year,  and  that  an  effort  will  be  made  to  organize  new  units  and  re- 
organize   non-active    units. 

President  Nicholson   read  the  program  of  the  day's  activities. 

Dr.  Nicholson  called  for  other  old  or  new  business,  then  asked  for 
a  motion  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned.  Mrs.  Sanford  made  the  motion, 
seconded  by  Mrs,  Johnson,  and  the  meeting  adjourned  at  1  1 :20  a.m.

January,  1967  applications  for  both  men  and  women  are  no  longer 
being  accepted  for  the  main  campus,  but  the  two  Centers,  he  added,  are 
still  considering  applications  from  both  groups. 


Council  of  Alumni  Associations 
Summary  of  Minutes  of  Meeting 

Representatives  of  all  13  State  Colleges  and  Indiana  University  of 
Pennsylvania  were  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Council  of  Alumni  As- 
sociations of  the  14  State-owned  Institutions  of  Higher  Learning  held  at 
Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania  September  16-17,  1966.  Also  present  were  five 
members  of  the  Association's  Advisory  Council. 
Items  of  business  included  the  following: 

1.    Adoption    for    recommendation    to   ASCO    (Association    of   State 
College  Organizations)  of  the  following  statement  of  principles: 

The  Association  of  State  College  Organizations  representing  the 
14  State-owned  Institutions  of  Higher  Education  supports  the  Master 
Plan  for  Higher  Education  in  Pennsylvania  as  a  modern  and  com- 
prehensive approach  to  this  subject.  It  is  a  primary  thesis  of  the 
Master  Plan  that  the  time  has  now  arrived  when  the  higher  educa- 
tion needs  of  Pennsylvania  can  no  longer  be  met  by  private  institu- 
tions and  that  it  is  now  critical  for  the  Commonwealth  to  place  its 
emphasis  in  the  form  of  public  funds,  personnel,  and  facilities  in  the 
establishment  of  a  public  segment  of  Higher  Education. 

Believing  the  estimates  on  future  college  population  in  the  Master 
Plan  to  be  conservative  if  anything,  the  nucleus  of  the  public  segment 
of  Higher  Education  must  be  the  14  publicly  owned  institutions  of 
higher  education,  which  alone  are  presently  owned  by  the  Common- 
wealth and  are  responsive  to  immediate  needs. 

The  Association  of  State  College  Organizations  specifically  sup- 
ports the  following  proposals: 

1 .  A  single  center  of  responsibility  for  Higher  Education  is  needed. 
The  existing  State  Board  of  Education  and  the  Council  of  Higher 
Education  should  be  utilized,  but  it  is  imperative  that  a  separate 
and  adequate  staff,  independent  of  the  DPI,  be  supplied  immediate 
for  their  use.  Recognizing  that  the  other  areas  of  concern  in  the 
public  segment  of  Higher  Education  will  include  community  colleges 
and  universities,  it  is  nonetheless  imperative  that  these  14,  which 
must  carry  the  bulk  of  the  4-year  college  load,  must  have  separate 
and  specialized   leadership  within   the  Council   of  Higher  Education. 

2.  Each  of  these  14  should  be  vested  with  autonomy  and  authority 
to  make  decisions  regarding  development,  internal  organization, 
fiscal  matters,  curriculum,  and  personnel  within  policies  established 
by  the  State  Board  and  State  Council  of  Higher  Education. 

3.  It  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  these  14  are  the  only  state-owned 
institutions,  fully  dependent  on  public  funds,  and  alone  responsive  to 
the  needs  of  the  Commonwealth.  To  actively  strengthen  the  state- 
owned  colleges  and  university,  it  will  be  necessary  to  substantially 
increase  Commonwealth  support  to  them.  Among  Commonwealth 
funds  allocated  to  higher  education,  top  priority  must  be  given  to 
this  purpose.   Improvement  of  existing  facilities  and  substantial   ex- 


pansion  of  them  is  vital.  Increase  in  faculty  salaries,  and  fringe 
benefits  which  influence  faculties,  are  equally  critical.  Non-instruc- 
tional salaries  and  benefits  also  require  substantial   increase. 

4.  After  the  full  needs  of  these  14  have  been  met,  if  additional 
Commonwealth  funds  are  available  and  it  is  deemed  desirable,  we 
would  not  oppose  channeling  such  funds  into  private  and  semi- 
private  institutions  of  higher  learning  for  scholarships,  fellowships 
and  capital  construction,  but  not  otherwise. 

2.  That  ASCO  meet  with  both  gubernatorial  candidates  and  present 
to  each  the  ASCO  Statement  of  Principles. 

3.  That  Council,  in  cooperation  with  ASCO,  publish  a  newspaper  for 
Statewide  distribution. 

4.  That  Council  support  ASCO  to  the  extent  needed  above  the  sup- 
port given  it  by  member  organizations. 

5.  That  dues  for  the  1966-67  year  be  set  at  $600.00  per  institution. 

6.  That  the  treasurer  be  directed  to  reduce  the  Council's  $2500  note 
by  at  least  $1000  out  of  current  income  as  soon  as  new  dues  are  received 
in  the  fall. 

7.  That  Council  adopt  a  resolution  urging  passage  of  House  Bill 
449    (Faculty  Salary  Bill). 

8.  That  the  Auditor's  Report  be  accepted  as  submitted. 

9.  That  the  following  slate  of  officers  be  accepted,  as  reported  by 
Samuel  F.  Furgluele,  Nominating  Committee  Chairman: 

President — Rufus  Johnson  of  Cheyney 
Vice  President — Leon  Lunn  of  Mansfield 
Secretary — Donald   Ernakovich   of  Shippensburg 
Treasurer — Janice  Etshied  of  West  Chester 
Directors — Paul  Birch  of  California  and 
Paul   Knedler  of  Kutztown. 

Cadet  Corps  at  Indiana 
Numbers  Over  1200  Men 

Enrollment  in  the  U.  S.  Army  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  (ROTC) 
program  at  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  now  exceeds  1200  men — 
the  highest  level  of  enrollment  in  the  ROTC  at  Indiana  since  its  organiza- 
tion in   1950,  according  to  Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt,  President  of  the  University. 

Lt.  Co!.  Charles  B.  Stevenson,  professor  of  military  science  and  com- 
manding officer  of  the  ROTC  installation  at  Indiana,  reports  that  this  in- 
creased enrollment  is  accounted  for  both  by  the  expansion  of  the  total 
university  enrollment  and  initiation  of  the  ROTC  unit  at  Punxsutawney 
Center. 

For  the  first  time  this  year  a  general  military  science  program  has 
been  established  for  the  ROTC  at  Indiana  to  replace  the  former  curric- 
ulum geared  to  the  Quartermaster  Corps.  This  new  curriculum  now  permits 
the  student  to  select  a  branch  of  service  based  on  his  interests  and 
background. 


Fulltime  Enrollment  of  6000 
Ranks  Indiana  Fourth  In  State 

With  fulltime  undergraduate  enrollment  skyrocketing  past  the  6000 
mark  for  the  first  time  in  history,  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  now 
ranks  fourth  among  the  135  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  Pennsyl- 
vania behind  only  Pennsylvania  State  University,  Temple  University,  and 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Fulltime  undergraduate  enrollment  is  now  listed  at  6061  students, 
with  5518  of  that  number  on  the  main  campus  at  Indiana,  359  at  the 
Armstrong  County  Center  in  Kittanning  and  184  at  the  Punxsutawney 
Center.  There  are  a  total  of  3378  women  enrolled  compared  with  2683 
men. 

Also  setting  a  record  is  a  current  freshman  class  of  2384  students, 
which  includes  1765  now  studying  at  the  main  campus,  392  at  the  Arm- 
strong County  and  Punxsutawney  Centers  and  227  who  began  their 
academic  program  during  the  summer  and  who  will  resume  their  studies 
in  January. 

This  freshman  class  is  the  third  largest  in  Pennsylvania,  behind  only 
Penn  State  and  Temple.  A  comparison  of  the  current  class  entering 
Indiana  with  those  of  the  past  three  years  reveals  that  they  are  the  best 
class  ever  admitted  to  the  university  in  terms  of  ability  as  well. 

A  total  of  96%  of  the  1765  students  on  the  main  campus  hove  come 
from  the  top  two  fifths  of  their  high  school  class,  with  79  per  cent  from 
the  first  fifth.  Just  three  years  ago  the  entering  freshman  class  included 
just  54%  from  the  top  fifth  of  their  graduating  class. 

Mean  college  board  total  score  of  the  present  freshman  class  is  at 
1076,  with  nearly  38%  of  the  students  scoring  more  than  1100.  Only 
three  years  ago  the  mean  was  1000,  with  only  25%  scoring  higher  than 
1100. 

In  addition  to  the  undergraduate  enrollment  there  are  730  graduate 
students  (51  fulltime)  presently  enrolled  in  their  first  semester  classes, 
21  student  nurses  and  425  part  time  undergraduate  students.  There  are 
also  67  students  in  the  evening  programs  and  225  community-college 
course  enrollees. 

Although  enrollment  statistics  are  not  yet  available  from  all  other 
colleges  and  universities  in  Pennsylvania,  it  would  appear  at  this  point 
that  a  total  enrollment  of  7508  students  at  Indiana  University  would  rank 
it  among  the  top  five  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  the  State. 

This  total  represents  students  from  64  of  the  68  counties  in  Pennsyl- 
vania; the  only  counties  which  have  enrolled  no  students  at  lUP  are 
Luzerne,  Monroe,  Mountour  and  Wayne.  In  addition  there  are  43  students 
from  states  other  than  Pennsylvania  and  13  from  foreign  countries. 

States  represented  are  New  Jersey,  Ohio,  Missouri,  Maryland,  New 
York,  Virginia,  Michigan,  Washington,  as  well  as  the  Canal  Zone.  Foreign 
countries  represented  are  Portugese  Timor,  Uganda  in  Africa,  Korea,  the 
Philippines,  the  West  Indies,  Guatemala,  Tanzania,  Vietnam,  Denmark, 
Nepal,  and  Japan. 


The  growing  enrollment  at  Indiana  is  further  seen  in  the  numbers 
listed  for  the  respective  classes.  In  addition  to  the  2384  freshmen,  there 
are  1720  sophomores,  1  195  juniors  and  968  seniors.  It  appears  that  1968 
will  see  the  first  graduating  class  of  more  than   1000  students. 

Although  just  a  few  years  ago  Indiana  was  almost  totally  a  teacher- 
training  school  and  its  School  of  Education  still  enrolls  the  highest  number 
at  341  1,  there  ore  also  1  172  students  in  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences, 
594  in  Fine  Arts,  450  in  Business  and  434  in  Home  Economics. 

Best  estimates  available  would  say  that  at  least  85%  of  the  total 
student  body  resides  either  on  campus  or  in  the  town  of  Indiana.  Of  the 
more  than  6000  students  enrolled,  only  742  are  permanent  residents  of 
Indiana   County. 

Summer  school  enrollment  for  1966  also  set  new  highs  with  figures 
reported  as  follows:  pre-session — 1695  undergraduate,  644  graduate 
students;  main  session — 1978  undergraduate,  941  graduate;  post  session 
— 1271   undergraduate,  528  graduate. 


Dr.  Pratt  Is  Featured  Speaker 
At  New  York  Alumni  Meeting 

Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt,  president  of  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
was  the  honored  guest  and  principal  speaker  at  a  meeting  of  the  New 
York  City  Alumni  Unit  Friday,  October  28,  1966. 

In  his  address  Dr.  Pratt,  who  was  accompanied  to  New  York  City 
by  Mrs.  Pratt,  first  traced  the  development  of  the  Indiana  University  from 
its  beginning  as  a  Normal  School  in  1875. 

Discussing  the  present  state  of  the  campus.  Dr.  Pratt  told  the  group 
that  Indiana  University  presently  occupies  175  acres,  with  ten  additional 
acres  to  be  acquired  in  the  near  future. 

A  total  of  54  buildings  make  up  the  campus,  including  15  instruc- 
tional facilities,  12  auxiliary  buildings,  13  dormitories,  and  14  private 
dormitories. 

In  addition,  seven  new  buildings  are  to  be  constructed  during  the 
coming  year.  These  will  include  three  8-story  men's  dormitories,  a  6-story 
research  and  learning  center,  a  maintenance  building,  a  military  hall, 
and  a  health  center.  Two  private  dormitories,  one  for  250  men  and  the 
other  for  250  men,  will  also  be  built  during  the  year. 

The  faculty,  Dr.  Pratt  stated,  numbers  350  and  the  fulltime  under- 
graduate student  enrollment  is  6397.  An  additional  765  students  are 
enrolled  in  the  Graduate  School.  Of  the  faculty,  118  hold  doctor's  de- 
grees, and  an  additional  98  have  completed  their  course  work  for  the 
doctor's  degree. 

The  University,  he  explained,  is  composed  of  seven  Schools:  A 
School  of  Arts  &  Sciences,  a  School  of  Education,  a  School  of  Fine  Arts, 
a  School  of  Home  Economics,  a  School  of  Business,  a  School  of  Continu- 
ing &  Non-Resldent  Education,  and  a  School  of  Graduate  Studies. 


Speaking  of  the  degrees  which  Indiana  presently  offers,  Dr.  Pratt 
told  the  group  that  these  included  bachelor  of  fine  arts,  bachelor  of  arts, 
bachelor  of  science,  master  of  science,  master  of  arts,  and  master  of 
education. 

Dr.  Pratt  also  discussed  the  high  quality  of  the  Indiana  student,  stat- 
ing that  70%  of  them  come  from  the  upper  fifth  of  their  high  school  class, 
26%  from  the  second  fifth  and  only  4%  from  below  the  second  fifth. 
Average  College  Board  scores  are  1065  he  added. 

Library  holdings,  he  said,  number  200,000  volumes,  1,500  record- 
ings, 2,000  periodicals,  and  3,000  film  strips. 

In  recent  years.  Dr.  Pratt  explained,  the  Indiana  faculty  has  at- 
tracted significant  support  from  non-state  sources  for  research,  construc- 
tion, and  performance  contracts.  The  total  of  such  support  is  $2,141,546. 

The  largest  of  these  grants,  he  said,  includes  $1,026,000  for  the 
science  complex,  $740,627  for  the  Learning  &  Research  Center,  and 
$132,150  for  summer  institutes  in  English,  Geography,  and  History. 

Department  of  Law  Enforcement 
Organized  At  Indiana  University 

Newly  organized  at  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  this  academic 
year  is  a  Department  of  Law  Enforcement  as  part  of  the  School  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  which  beginning  in  the  near  future  will  offer  the  first  program 
of  its  kind  in  Pennsylvania,  according  to  Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt,  President  of 
the  university. 

Supported  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Justice  Office  of  Law  Enforce- 
ment Assistance,  the  university  has  worked  in  cooperation  with  the  Inter- 
national Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  and  the  Commissioner  of  State 
Police  of  Pennsylvania  in  organizing  the  emphasis  and  curriculum  in  law 
enforcement. 

Now  in  existence  and  planning  to  continue  working  with  the  depart- 
ment throughout  future  years  is  a  special  advisory  council  which  includes 
representatives  from  all  areas  of  the  administration  of  justice  and  which 
provides  advice  and  assistance  to  the  university. 

Appointed  chairman  of  the  department  is  Harry  W.  More,  Jr.,  who 
was  most  recently  an  assistant  professor  at  Washington  State  University 
and  who  was  previously  a  special  agent  with  the  Secret  Service  in  Los 
Angeles  for  seven  years. 

A  graduate  of  the  University  of  California,  he  received  a  master  of 
arts  degree  from  American  University  and  has  done  additional  graduate 
work  at  the  University  of  Southern  California  and  at  the  University  of 
Idaho.  He  brings  to  Indiana  a  wealth  of  background  and  experience. 

The  program  in  law  enforcement  at  Indiana  has  a  four-fold  objective. 
One  phase  of  that  objective  is  the  education  of  students  for  employment 
and  leadership  in  the  expanding  field  of  law  enforcement.  A  second  is 
the  instruction  of  students  who  wish  to  prepare  for  graduate  work  and 
research. 

A  third  is  the  education  of  presently  employed  police  officers  who 
recognize  the  need  for  raising   their  educational   level.   And   a  fourth   is 
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the  instruction  of  students  who  wish  to  acquire  an  understanding  of  the 
processes  of  law  enforcement  as  a  cultural  part  of  their  higher  education. 

Both  four-year  degree  and  two-year  associate  degree  programs 
will  be  offered.  The  four-year  course  of  study  will  include  both  liberal 
arts  background  and  specialized  training  in  such  subjects  as  criminology, 
delinquency,  police  administration   and   criminal   law. 

Meeting  the  needs  of  officers  now  working  in  law  enforcement  who 
desire  additional  education,  the  associate  degree  curriculum  also  covers 
both  general  and  specialized  courses,  with  emphasis  on  the  latter.  Both 
degree  programs  are  based  upon  the  awareness  of  the  value  of  a  broad 
liberal  arts  education. 

In  the  scope  of  its  curriculum  the  department  will  deal  not  only 
with  routine  police  and  investigative  work  but  also  with  the  prevention  of 
crime  and  delinquency,  correction  and  rehabilitation  of  offenders  and  the 
promotion  of  high  safety. 

Professional  courses  in  the  curriculum  will  include  the  administration 
of  justice,  criminology,  police  administration,  criminal  law,  evidence  and 
criminal  procedure,  criminal  investigation,  criminalistics,  crime  prevention, 
traffic  regulation  and  control  and  planning  and   research. 

Also  offered  will  be  professional  courses  in  commercial  and  industrial 
security,  police-community  relations,  questioned  document  analysis,  in- 
strumental detection  of  deception,  crime  and  society  and  administrative 
problems  and  corrections. 

Students  will  complete  work  in  the  natural  sciences,  humanities  and 
social  sciences.  This  phase  of  study  will  include  English,  a  foreign  lan- 
guage, mathematics,  psychology,  history,  sociology,  science,  government 
and  political  science,  geography,  economics,  philosophy  or  anthropology 
and  art  or  music. 

This  integrated  curriculum  is  designed  to  provide  the  student  with 
the  skills  and  knowledge  which  are  needed  to  confront  the  many  prob- 
ierns  which  face  the  administrator  of  justice  in  today's  dynamic  society. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  curriculum  will  educate  the  future  law  officer  for 
citizenship. 

Mr.  More  is  now  negotiating  with  qualified  personnel  for  the  teach- 
ing of  extension  courses  in  law  enforcement  in  Johnstown,  Greensburg 
and  Allegheny  County.  Courses  offered  in  this  program  will  be  criminal 
law  and  the  administration  of  justice.  Definite  particulars  will  be  an- 
nounced soon. 

Also  scheduled  for  offering  is  an  extension  course  at  the  Punxsu- 
tawney  Center  of  lUP  organized  through  the  cooperation  of  State  and 
local  police  in  Punxsutawney  and  designed  especially  for  area  police 
officials  who  wish  to  become  more  proficient  in  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Opportunities  in  the  field  of  modern  law  enforcement  are  almost 
unlimited  for  young  men  and  women  who  have  the  moral,  physical  and 
intellectual  capacity  to  meet  the  demands  of  this  field.  Graduates  of 
programs  in  law  enforcement  are  therefore  in  substantial  and  increasing 
demand. 

This  is  true  of  all  major  areas  of  law  enforcement  at  the  federal. 
State  and  local  levels  and  in  private  industry  including  careers  in  law 
enforcement  agencies,  highway  traffic  control,  crime  laboratories,  criminal 
investigation,  industrial  security,  youth  control,  corrections,  parole  and 
probation. 


Employment  opportunities  for  women  are  excellent.  Today  there  are 
thousands  of  women  working  in  various  law  enforcement  agencies 
throughout  the  country  including  crime  laboratories,  corrections,  proba- 
tion, parole,  criminal  investigation,  crime  prevention,  juvenile  case  work 
and   private  industry. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  four-year  program  at  Indiana  must 
meet  all  regular  admission  requirements,  meet  physical  qualifications  for 
a  law  enforcement  career,  be  of  excellent  character  and  furnish  a  back- 
ground evaluation  including  letters  of  recommendation  from  police 
and   school   officials. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  two-year  program  must  hold  a  high 
school  diploma  or  its  equivalent.  Scholarships  are  available  to  students 
of  both  programs  who  are  in  need  of  financial  assistance  and  have 
demonstrated  worthiness  in  terms  of  character,  personality  and  leader- 
ship.

School  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
Offers  Wide  Choice  of  Studies 

Basically  reorganized  around  the  former  School  of  Liberal  Arts,  a 
new  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  at  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania 
nov/  offers  university  students  a  wide  choice  of  studies  both  in  terms  of 
actual  course  offerings  and  in  methods  of  preparation  for  future  vocations. 

According  to  Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt,  President  of  the  University,  the 
School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  is  one  of  seven  schools  comprising  the  aca- 
demic organization  of  the  university.  Dean  of  the  School  is  Dr.  William 
W.  Hassler,  who  had  served  as  Dean  of  the  School  of  Liberal  Arts  since 
its  inception  in  1  963. 

Beginning  with  only  90  students  enrolled  in  the  School  of  Liberal 
Arts  that  year,  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  has  undergone  dramatic 
growth  to  enroll  more  than  1000  students  at  present.  There  has  been  a 
corresponding  increase  in  the  appointment  of  competent  professional 
personnel. 

Destined  to  play  an  increasingly  important  role  in  the  university,  the 
School  both  in  its  curriculum  and  its  instructional  philosophy  is  designed 
to  "provide  students  with  a  broad  cultural  background  coupled  with  a 
professional  skill,"  according  to  Dr.  Hassler. 

There  are  14  different  departments  organized  within  three  major 
divisions  of  Natural  Sciences  and  Mathematics,  Social  Science  and  the 
Humanities.  The  divisions  of  Natural  Sciences  and  Mathematics  and  Social 
Science  have  each  been  reorganized  into  more  specific  departments  by 
subject  area. 

With  Dr.  Dwight  E.  Sollberger  as  coordinator  for  Natural  Sciences 
and  Mathematics,  that  division  includes  the  Departments  of  Biology  (Dr. 
Donald  E.  Hotfmaster  chairman),  Chemistry   (Dr.  Paul  R.  Wunz  chairman), 
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Physics    (Dr.   Richard  E.  Berry  chairman)    and  Mathematics    (Dr.  James  E. 
McKinley  chairman). 

Comprising  the  Social  Science  division,  Dr.  Raymond  E.  Lee  co- 
ordinator, are  Departments  of  History  (Dr.  Clyde  C.  Gelbach  chairman). 
Political  Science  (Dr.  Richard  F.  Heiges  acting  chairman).  Economics  (Dr. 
Francis  McGovern  chairman).  Geography  (Dr.  Thomas  G.  Gault  chair- 
man), Sociology-Anthropology  (Dr.  Esko  E.  Newhill  chairman)  and  Law 
Enforcement  (  Harry  More  chairman  ) . 

It  is  planned  that  a  coordinator  will  be  named  for  the  division  of  the 
Humanities,  which  includes  the  Departments  of  English-Speech-Theater 
(Dr.  James  R.  Green  chairman).  Foreign  Languages  (Dr.  Herbert  E.  Isar 
chairman),  and  Philosophy   (Dr.  Robert  M.  Hermann  chairman). 

Primarily  oriented  to  students  desiring  a  full  liberal  arts  education, 
the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  enables  the  student  to  study  a  selected 
subject  area  in  depth  as  his  major  field  and  to  become  acquainted  with 
a  minor  field  as  well. 

Upon  graduation,  students  working  within  the  divisions  of  Social 
Science  or  the  Humanities  are  awarded  a  bachelor  of  arts  degree;  those 
enrolled  in  the  area  of  Natural  Sciences  and  Mathematics  may  obtain 
either  a  bachelor  of  arts  or  bachelor  of  science  degree,  depending  on 
their  program  of  study. 

Newly  organized  this  academic  year  is  a  Department  of  Law  En- 
forcement which  will  deal  not  only  with  routine  police  and  investigative 
work  but  also  with  the  prevention  of  crime  and  delinquency,  correction 
and  rehabilitation  of  offenders  and  the  promotion  of  highway  safety. 

Another  area  in  which  instruction  will  be  offered  is  the  field  of  med- 
ical technology,  which  will  prepare  students  for  careers  in  clinical  work. 
In  this  program  students  complete  a  regular  four-year  course  of  study 
within  the  Natural  Sciences,  preferably  majoring  in  either  biology  or 
chemistry,  and  follow  that  with  a  year  of  clinical  work  in  any  hospital 
approved  by  the  Registry  of  Medical  Technologists. 

It  is  also  possible  for  a  student  in  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  to 
complete  an  inter-disciplinary  study,  electing  a  program  comprised  of  a 
variety  of  course  offerings  from  a  number  of  different  departments.  This 
method  of  study  makes  possible  a  maximum  degree  of  curriculum  flex- 
ibility. 

For  example,  a  major  is  offered  in  urban-regional  planning  and 
administration  in  which  program  offerings  are  elected  from  several  dif- 
ferent departments. 

It  may  not  be  generally  known  that  Indiana  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania is  now  able  to  offer  pre-professional  studies  in  the  fields  of  medi- 
cine, dentistry,  theology,  and  law.  Several  graduates  are  already  en- 
rolled in  professional  schools  where  they  are  completing  very  creditable 
records. 

In  the  field  of  engineering,  a  student  comes  to  Indiana  for  two  and 
a  half  to  three  years  and  then  transfers  to  another  university  for  a  two 
to  three  year  program  in  more  advanced  engineering  work. 

At  the  conclusion  of  all  work,  the  student  receives  a  bachelor  of  arts 
degree  from  lUP  and  a  bachelor  of  science  degree  from  the  second  insti- 
tution. Among  universities  cooperating  with  Indiana  in  this  program  are 
Bucknell,  Drexel,  Pennsylvania  State  and  Pittsburgh. 
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Serving  the  entire  student  body  at  Indiana  University,  the  School  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  also  offers  the  general  education  course  requirements 
for  each  of  the  other  schools.  It  is  felt  that  each  graduate  of  Indiana 
should  have  a  general  acquaintance  with  a  variety  of  different  fields. 

For  this  reason,  each  student  completes  credits  in  English  and  litera- 
ture along  with  health  and  physical  education  or  the  U.  S.  Army  Reserve 
Officer  Training  Corps.  Liberal  freedom  is  given  the  student  in  selecting 
the  remainder  of  a  52  credit  requirement  from  within  each  of  the  three 
divisions. 

In  the  brief  existence  of  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  its  gradu- 
ates have  gone  on  to  achieve  creditable  records  in  graduate  schools, 
medical  schools,  law  schools  and  seminaries.  Many  are  employed  pro- 
fessionally in  a  variety  of  industrial,  business  and  institutional  positions. 

University  Board  of  Trustees 
Establishes  New  Tuition  Fees 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  Board 
of  Trustees,  adjustments  were  made  in  tuition  fees  for  both  graduate  and 
undergraduate  students,  according  to  Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt,  president  of  the 
University. 

The  action  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  $140  per  semester  as 
the  tuition  for  all  full-time  undergraduate  students  regardless  of  the 
curriculum  in  which  they  are  enrolled.  The  rate,  which  becomes  effective 
in  September,  1967,  applies  to  all  Schools  and  Departments  of  the 
University,  Dr.  Pratt  stated.  The  new  fees  are  in  contrast  to  former  fees 
which   ranged   between   $125  and   $170   per  semester. 

In  other  action  the  Board  lowered  the  fees  for  all  graduate,  as  well 
as  part-time  undergraduate  students,  to  $14.00  per  semester  hour  of 
credit,  effective  June  1,  1967.  Prior  to  the  Board's  move,  graduate  fees 
were  $20.00  per  credit,  and  undergraduate  fees  were  $15.00  per  credit. 

Tuition  fees  for  out-of-State  students  enrolled  at  the  University  will 
probably  remain  unchanged,  though  no  action  on  this  was  taken  at  the 
meeting,   Dr.    Pratt  concluded. 

Punxsutawney  Center  of  I  UP 
Celebrates  Completion  of  Renovation 

Punxsutawney  Center  of  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  marked 
the  completion  of  the  recent  renovation  of  its  classroom  building  with 
appropriate  exercises  and  an  open  house  at  the  Punxsutawney  campus 
Saturday,  October  22. 

The  exterior  of  the  campus  building  (the  former  West  End  Elemen- 
tary School  building)  was  redesigned,  painted  and  landscaped  during 
the  summer  of  1966  culminating  a  five  year  effort  of  the  Punxsutawney 
Area  College  Trust  to  create  a  branch  campus  of  lUP  in  which  the  com- 
munity may  take  pride. 
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The  idea  to  establish  the  Punxsutawney  Center  was  jointly  con- 
ceived several  years  ago  by  the  Punxsutawney  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  the  Punxsutawney  School  Board.  Through  joint  effort  a  campaign  to 
obtain  funds  to  convert  the  West  End  building  into  a  college  facility  was 
finalized  in  1961 . 

Local  interest  in  providing  opportunities  for  its  youth  to  attend  col- 
lege was  so  great  that  the  rate  of  collections  reached  an  unprecedented 
99%  of  the  total  amount  pledged,  and  the  branch  campus  became  a 
reality  September  1  1,  1962. 

The  first  students  who  attended  the  Punxsutawney  Center  graduated 
from  the  university  in  January  of  this  year.  These  students  had  attended 
classes  at  the  center  for  the  most  part  for  two  full  years  before  trans- 
ferring all  credits  to  the  main  campus  at  Indiana. 

As  the  first  off  campus  center  of  the  university  begins  its  fifth  year,  it 
enrolls  more  than  200  students,  has  available  a  recently  constructed 
modern  dormitory  building  and  has  added  a  branch  of  the  Reserve  Offi- 
cers Training  Corps  (ROTC)  and  a  two  year  terminal  program  in  business. 

Punxsutawney  Area  College  Trust  has  recently  applied  for  a  $22,000 
grant  from  the  Federal  government  under  the  Area  Beautification  Act  to 
landscape  a  17-acre  tract  adjoining  the  center.  These  funds,  if  granted, 
would  be  used  to  create  a  parklike  area  while  planning  for  future  build- 
ing expansion. 

Punxsutawney  Center  is  operated  as  a  division  of  the  university's 
School  of  Continuing  and  Non-Resident  Education.  Its  faculty  is  composed 
of  several  fulltime,  as  well  as  members  of  the  university  faculty  who 
teach  at  the  Centers  on  a  port  time  basis. 

Eicher  Retires  After  45  Years 

Having  retired  as  superintendent  of  maintenance  and  construction 
at  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  last  November  4  after  45  years  of 
service  at  the  University,  W.  Ward  Eicher  was  honored  at  a  testimonial 
dinner  on  November  19. 

Mr.  Eicher  was  appointed  superintendent  of  maintenance  and  con- 
struction in  1936.  He  was  first  employed  by  the  school  in  1919  and  has 
worked  at  Indiana  continuously  since  1927,  when  he  returned  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  school  following  a  two  year  absence. 

A  resident  of  Indiana  since  1912,  Eicher  has  seen  Indiana  University 
progress  from  a  Normal  School  at  the  time  of  his  hiring  to  a  State  Teach- 
ers College  in  1927  to  a  State  College  in  1960  to  a  University  in  1965. 

As  superintendent  of  maintenance  and  construction,  he  has  been  in 
charge  of  all  maintenance  and  operation  of  buildings,  as  well  as  care  of 
the  grounds.  He  has  been  directly  responsible  for  the  power  plant  and 
for  all  electrical,  mechanical  and  plumbing  services. 

Through  his  assistant,  he  has  also  been  responsible  for  the  care  of 
grounds,  carpentry  work  and  painting.  Eicher  has  also  been  responsible 
for  the  employment  of  all  members  of  the  maintenance  staff  and  for  the 
completion  of  projects  and  general  maintenance  work. 

Mr.  Eicher  presently  resides  at  1077  Church  Street,  the  old  family 
home,  in  Indiana,  Pennsylvania. 
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Financial  Aid  to  Students 
Approaches  $2  Million  Mark 

Financial  aid  granted  to  students  of  Indiana  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania will  approach  the  $2  million  figure  this  year,  according  to  Dr. 
Willis  E.  Pratt,  President  of  the  university.  This  total  represents  a  substan- 
tial rise  over  that  of  past  years. 

At  the  present  time  a  grand  total  of  $1,797,302  has  been  distributed 
through  George  W.  Murdoch,  Director  of  Financial  Aids,  to  3988  students 
for  an  average  of  $451  per  student  receiving  some  form  of  aid.  Addi- 
tional aid  will  be  granted  during  the  year,  bringing  the  total  close  to 
$2    million. 

Included  in  this  amount  are  $514,487  in  scholarships,  $746,700  in 
loans,  $40,000  in  grants  and  $496,1  15  for  student  employment.  The  vast 
part  of  these  funds  come  from  federal  ($517,415)  and  State  ($1,131,- 
145)  funds,  with  $148,742  in  private  funds  administered  directly  or 
through  the  university. 

Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania,  however,  is  always  seeking  ways 
in  which  to  augment  these  funds  either  through  expanded  grants  from 
present  sources  or  through  new  sources  entirely.  With  a  student  body  of 
more  than  6000  students,  the  average  amount  per  student  now  approxi- 
mates  $300. 

Greatest  single  source  of  aid  comes  from  Pennsylvania  Higher  Edu- 
cation Assistance  Agency  Loans  of  $497,400  granted  to  581  students 
for  an  average  loan  of  $856,  with  more  still  coming  in.  The  awarding  of 
each  of  these  scholarships  depends  at  least  in  part  on  the  financial  need 
of  the  student. 

This  is  followed  by  the  three  types  of  scholarships  granted  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Higher  Education  Assistance  Agency  to  the  extent  of  $420,- 
745.  Group  I,  granted  to  students  achieving  a  College  Board  test  score 
higher  than   1200  accounts  for  $15,000    (23  students,  $652  average). 

Group  II,  with  all  students  achieving  800  or  better  in  College  Board 
test  scores,  totals  $376,450  granted  to  597  students  for  an  average  of 
$630.  Group  III,  with  the  only  qualification  being  the  demonstration  of 
financial  need,  includes  97  students  receiving  $29,295  for  an  average  of 
$302.  This  latter  figure  represents  the  total  amount  lUP  was  permitted  by 
State    authorities. 

Students  from  low-income  families  are  eligible  for  student  employ- 
ment under  the  College  Work-Study  Program  in  which  the  federal  gov- 
ernment provides  90%  of  the  funds.  A  total  of  675  students  are  now 
receiving  $283,1  1  5  for  an  average  of  $419. 

Along  with  this  program  is  the  university  employment  program  fi- 
nanced through  State  funds,-  there  is  no  definite  financial  standard  of 
eligibility  here.  At  present  534  students  are  earning  $213,000  for  an 
average  of  $398. 

National  Defense  Education  Act  Loans  account  for  $194,300  dis- 
tributed to  645  students  for  an  average  of  $301.  This  program  includes 
the  feature  of  a  tenth  of  the  total  loan  being  cancelled  for  each  year 
the  student  is  in  the  teaching  profession  up  to  a  full  half  of  the  loan. 
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Various  scholarships  granted  by  various  business  firms,  service  clubs, 
churches,  education  associations,  parent-teacher  associations  and  high 
school  student  councils  total  $83,742  now  received  by  275  students  for 
an  average  of  $305,  with  more  still  coming  in. 

University  loans  administered  through  the  Office  of  Financial  Aid 
with  funds  furnished  by  private  groups  similar  in  nature  to  those  sponsor- 
ing scholarships  or  by  individual  alumni  now  total  $55,000  circulated  to 
305  students  for  an  average  loan  of  $180. 

Educational  Opportunity  Grants,  scholarships  given  to  exceptionally 
needy  students  by  the  university  making  use  of  federal  funds  as  part  of 
the  current  administration's  anti-poverty  program,  amount  to  $40,000 
granted  to  170  students  for  an  average  of  $235. 

University  scholarships,  various  awards  furnished  by  area  business 
firms,  foundations,  alumni  groups  and  members,  community  and  campus 
organizations,  honorary  and  social  fraternities  and  certain  individuals, 
amount  to  $10,000  granted  to  86  students  for  an  average  of  $1  16. 

All  students  entering  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  must  now 
file  with  their  application  blanks  for  admission  the  Parents'  Confidential 
Statement  of  financial  resources.  This  statement,  furnished  by  the  national 
College  Scholarship  Service,   is  completely  confidential. 

By  making  use  of  this  statement,  the  Office  of  Financial  Aid  may  be 
on  the  alert  to  distribute  allocated  funds  to  students  who  are  most  de- 
serving in  terms  of  need.  More  and  more  qualified  students  will  thus  be 
enabled  to  complete  their  education. 

I  UP  Awarded  Preliminary  Contracts 
By  U.  S.  Office  of  Education 

Preliminary  contracts  have  been  awarded  Indiana  University  of 
Pennsylvania  by  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education  for  National  Defense  Edu- 
cation Act  (NDEA)  Institutes  in  the  fields  of  geography  and  English  to 
be  offered  during  the  summer  of  1967,  according  to  Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt, 
university  President. 

Designed  for  30  teachers  of  geography,  the  social  sciences  or  world 
cultures  on  the  secondary  level,  the  Geography  Institute  has  been  sched- 
uled for  June  16-August  4  and  will  be  directed  by  Dr.  Thomas  G.  Gault, 
chairman  of  the  Geography  Department  at  Indiana. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  James  R.  Green,  chairman  of  the  English 
Department  at  lUP,  the  English  Institute  wi'l  enroll  30  teachers  of  English 
and  has  been  scheduled  for  June  26-August  4.  The  emphasis  in  subject 
content  will  be  in  the  area  of  language  and  composition. 

Federal  funds  totaling  $94,000  have  been  requested  for  operation 
of  the  two  Institutes.  Included  in  the  preliminary  contracts  was  authoriza- 
tion  to  spend   a   total   of  $15,000  in   preparation   for  the   Institutes. 

Indiana  University  during  the  summer  of  1966  presented  institute 
programs  in  English,  geography  and  counselor  education  or  guidance. 
Several  additional  institutes  which  have  been  proposed  for  1967  are  still 
pending    federal    approval. 
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Newly-opened  Weyandt  Hall 
Provides  Top  Science  Facility 

Carl  S.  Weyandt  Hall,  the  new  multi-million  dollar  science  complex 
on  the  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  campus,  represents  one  of  the 
most  significant  instructional  advances  in  the  development  of  the  uni- 
versity, according  to  Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt,  President. 

Taking  22  months  or  nearly  two  years  to  build  since  construction 
was  started  in  1964,  the  new  building  was  designed  primarily  to  streng- 
then programs  in  the  subject  areas  of  physics,  chemistry  and  biology  for 
a  student  enrollment  on  the  campus  of  from  6000  to  7000. 

Curriculums  are  now  offered  by  the  respective  departments  for  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  in  physics,  chemistry, 
biology,  astronomy  and  geology.  General  education  requirements  in  the 
various  other  Schools  of  the  university  are  also  offered  by  these  depart- 
ments. 

Increasing  the  total  instructional  space  now  available  on  campus 
by  as  much  as  a  full  third  to  a  half  over  what  it  had  been,  Weyandt  Hall 
contains  approximately  142,000  square  feet  and  could  hold  as  many  as 
2500  students  at  one  time  in  the  approximately  85  classrooms  and  labor- 
atories. 

Included  in  this  number  are  classrooms  seating  150,  100  or  48  stu- 
dents in  large  lecture  rooms  as  well  as  smaller  conference  or  seminar  class- 
rooms. In  connection  with  these  classrooms  is  an  adequate  number  of 
preparation  rooms,  stockrooms  and  supply  rooms. 

Offices  for  approximately  50  staff  members  are  of  two  types — in- 
dividual faculty  offices  for  desk  work  and  class  preparation,  and  research 
office  areas  for  conducting  faculty,  graduate  student  and  advanced  grad- 
uate student  research.  There  are  also  specific  study  areas. 

The  nearly  40  different  laboratories  are  specifically  devoted  to 
chemistry  (general,  organic-biochemistry,  home  economics,  physical,  ana- 
lytical, instrument  and  honors),  biology  (including  microbiology,  botany, 
zoology  and  radiation  biology)  and  physics  (including  graduate  and 
modern  physics) . 

Other  specific  laboratory  areas  include  those  in  geology,  elementary 
science,  earth  science,  astronomy  and  meteorology,  physical  science, 
micro-techniques,  electronics  and  thermodynamics-optics  (including  an 
optics  dark  room) . 

Special  features  built  into  Weyandt  Hall  include  a  large  planetar- 
ium, a  domed  structure  on  which  can  be  projected  an  image  of  the  sky 
which  will  show  each  of  the  planets  and  stars  in  their  respective  positions. 
This  is  an  invaluable  resource  in  the  teaching  of  astronomy. 

A  special  museum  and  herbarium  area  provides  space  for  building 
a  collection  of  plants  and  animals  found  in  the  Indiana  area  for  study  in 
zoology  and  botany.  Related  to  this  are  three  artificial  growth  chambers 
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where  plants  and  animals  may  be  raised  under  controlled  light  and  heat 
conditions. 

A  science  library  has  provision  for  5000  volumes  and  a  seating 
capacity  of  40.  Facilities  are  located  on  the  roof  of  the  building  for  an 
observatory  and  a  weather  station.  There  is  also  a  television  projection 
room  in  the  building  for  use  by  the  various  classes. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  taking  advantage  of  all  of  the  various 
self-learning  devices  available  today  through  programmed  learning  and 
audio-visual  resources  such  as  tapes  and  films  in  a  special  machines  room 
set  aside  for  such  use. 

If  It  is  decided  at  some  time  in  the  future  that  such  features  are  of 
value  to  the  science  curriculum,  provision  has  already  been  made  for  the 
addition  of  a  nuclear  reactor,  electron  microscope,  Foucault  pendulum 
and  a  seismograph.  The  necessary  piling  for  the  latter  has  already  been 
put  down  to  bedrock. 

Built  at  a  cost  of  more  than  $4  million  in  total,  Weyandt  Hall  repre- 
sents a  building  cost  of  approximately  $17  per  square  foot.  The  structure 
Includes  approximately  $1,350,000  worth  of  equipment  largely  provided 
by  a  $1  million  federal  grant.  General  State  Authority  bonds  financed 
construction. 

According  to  Dr.  Dwight  E.  Sollberger,  Indiana  is  now  "building  to- 
ward a  good  undergraduate  science  program  leading  to  bachelor  of 
science  in  education,  bachelor  of  arts  and  bachelor  of  science  degrees  in 
physics,  chemistry  and  biology." 

With  a  master  of  science  in  education  degree  having  been  offered 
by  the  Graduate  School  for  the  past  several  years,  it  is  now  planned  that 
the  next  step  in  the  graduate  level  program  for  the  sciences  will  be  a 
master  of  science  degree  offering  in  biology,  chemistry  and  physics  sub- 
ject  areas. 

In  addition  to  benefits  provided  for  students  and  faculty  of  the  uni- 
versity, there  are  others  which  will  accrue  to  business  and  industry  as  well. 
Indiana  University  more  so  than  ever  before  can  now  make  a  high  quality 
scientific  education   available  to  future   personnel   for  industry. 

Indiana  can  further  provide  basic  courses  in  various  areas  of  science 
for  industrial  employees  desiring  to  keep  abreast  of  changing  develop- 
ments in  their  field.  Industry  may  now  also  use  university  facilities  for 
special  industry-sponsored  educational  programs. 

More  and  more  highly  trained  personnel,  who  will  be  able  to  assist 
in  solving  industrial  problems,  will  be  attracted  to  the  university  through 
faculty  expansion.  Indiana  is  now  better  equipped  too  to  cooperate  with 
industry  in  special  research  programs  both  in  terms  of  building  and  per- 
sonnel. 

Research  by  faculty  and  graduate  students  at  the  university  in  this 
vein  may  also  lead  to  the  discovery  of  possible  new  uses  for  natural  re- 
sources of  the  area  which  can  foster  industrial  growth. 
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Director  of  Placement  At  I  UP 
Elected  President  of  State  GP 

Dr.  E.  Samuel  Hoenstine,  Director  of  Placement  at  Indiana  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  was  recently  elected  president  of  the  Pennsylvania  In- 
stitutional Teacher  Placement  Association  as  well  as  a  member  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Mid  Atlantic  Association  for  School,  College 
and  University  Staffing. 

Dr.  Hoenstine  was  elected  to  these  positions  at  a  joint  conference  of 
the  two  organizations  meeting  in  Philadelphia  October  2-4.  He  has  been 
active  in  both  organizations  in  varying  capacities  for  the  past  several 
years. 

The  Teacher  Placement  Association  includes  more  than  70  Pennsyl- 
vania teacher-training  institutions,  while  the  Mid  Atlantic  Association  is 
composed  of  schools  of  seven  states — Pennsylvania,  New  York,  New 
Jersey,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia,  and  West  Virginia. 


Music  and  Long  Distance  Running 
Great  Combination  For  I  UP  Prof 

Music  and  long  distance  running  seem  to  most  people  two  fields 
which  would  not  seem  to  go  together,  but  not  so  to  Edwin  J.  Fry  of  the 
Music  and  Music  Education  Department  at  Indiana  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania. 

For  not  only  does  Fry  teach  music  as  a  vocation — he  joined  the 
faculty  at  Indiana  this  September  as  a  keyboard  instructor,  but  he  has 
also  chosen  long  distance  running  as  his  avocation.  And  he  is  good 
enough  to  have  been  named  the  most  outstanding  runner  of  1966  by  the 
Central  Amateur  Athletic  Union. 

Receiving  this  award  along  with  recipients  for  other  sports  at  the 
annual  banquet  of  the  Lake  Shore  Club  in  Chicago  on  October  29,  Fry 
earned  this  honor  as  the  result  of  the  18  kilometer  Amateur  Athletic 
Union  (AAU)  race,  the  Milwaukee  ten  mile  race  and  the  National  AAU 
cross  country  meet  last  fall  in  New  York. 

Fry  also  runs  with  the  Chicago  Track  Club  which  finished  first  at  that 
National  AAU  meet  and  thus  will  be  defending  champion  at  this  year's 
National  scheduled  for  November  26  in  Los  Angeles.  He  plans  to  compete 
in  that  meet  with  his  club. 

Remaining  active  in  cross  country  while  at  Indiana,  Fry  has  been 
assisting  head  coach  Francis  Voyten  with  the  University  cross  country 
squad  which  finished  its  season  with  a  final  dual  meet  record  of  seven 
victories  against  a  single  defeat  and  a  tie.
